Coloca- 
fia from both, in having fmooth, umbilicate Leaves, 
without any Spots,- the Foot-flalk- inferred not in, the 
end, but in the middle of the Leaf, after the manner of 
the Cotolydonei ; Flowers fometimes Jingle, fometimes 
more than one proceeding out of the fame follicular^ 
Foot'ftalk ; a Style thicker and fhorter than Aron, and 
terminating in a (lender Point. Dracontium differs from 
Arum and the reft, in having a Leaf deeply laciniated or 
divided into many Jaggs.
